Valuations will 
not increase much this year, 
as they took a sizable jump 
in 1976, and the next time 
for a full re-assessment 
will be in 1981.

With all that I can see in 
the future 365 days ahead 
this will definitely be “The 
Year of the Taxpayer.” I feel 
definitely that something 
will be done, how much, 
where and when is not 
known, but I believe that by 
tax paying time In Decem¬ 
ber of 1977 most of us will 
see a reduction in our Home¬ 
owners Property Tax, and 
w'o will see a reduction in 
both our State and Federal 
Income Taxes .... Time 
alone will tell ... At least 
we will be a believer until 
proven otherwise.

Many have gone over the 
situation of Ronald Reagan 
as the President . . . Had 
he been nominated and 
elected, it is my full belief

Dear Editor: 

Peace and good will are 
the songs of the season. But 
unwarranted hatred for 
America fills many hearts 
nonetheless. 

The Blank Panther Party, 
founded in 1966 by Huey 
Newton, celebrated its tenth 
anniversary tn October of 
last year. An editorial in the 
"Black Panther” described 
the Marxist party after ten 
year: “Breakfast programs, 
guns, armed revolutionaries, 
free clinics, fiery rhetoric . .

Kangai, a 
black radical from Rhodesia, 
is the Bay Area representa¬ 
tive foi' ZANU, described as 
the “vanguard force for 
people's lllx?ration from the 
racist Ian Smith regime in 
Rhodesia.”

The California P.ublic 
Utilities Commission has 
granted Southern California 
Cas Company authority to 
increase rates $3,259 million 
to continue several pre¬ 
viously authorized projects 
aimed at obtaining new gas 
supplies for SoMthern Cali¬ 
fornia.

units at the San Onofre nu¬ 
clear generating station. 

The PUC said the Califor¬ 
nia utilities has entered into 
an agreement with a United 
Kingdom syndicate to fi- 
nane construction of two nu¬ 
clear turbin generators. 

'The original paym e n t s 
were fixed In terms of UK 
pounds sterling, but were 
subsequently stated in U.S. 
dollars. 

Because of foreign cur¬ 
rency fluctation. the future 
gain to Edison will be about 
$9,200,000 and to SDG & E 
about $2,800,000. 

The PUC said it would 
hold public hearings at a 
time and place to be an¬ 
nounced later to determine 
the exact amount of gains 
and the appropriate way to 
treat them in future rate- 
making procedures. 

The savings could he 
passed along in some form, 
to the companies’ customers 
when the two now units 
come on line in about five 
years.

Fact: The survey reveals that 87 per cent of first- 
home buyers are younger than 35, with the average age 
being 28. Even the average age for first-time buyers of 
homes costing over $50,000 was only 31. 

Myth 3: The few first-time buyers who can afford 
homes can only manage homes in lower price categories. 

Fact: While it is true that 12 per cent of first-time 
buyers buy homes in the “lunder $20,000” category, an 
impressive 53 per cent buy homes costing over $30,000. 
In fact, more than one fourth of the “over $30,000” set 
paid over $50,000 for their first homes. And the average 
price paid by all first-time home buyers was $34,000. 

Myth, 4: Costs for single family dwellings have risen 
so sharply that most home buyers are turning to multi- 
family solutions. 

Fact: 87 per cent of first-time home buyers choose 
single family homes, nine per cent condominiums, and 
a small four per cent select multi-family. It should be 
noted, however, that only 14 per cent are buying brand 
new dwellings; 86 per c-ent have selected previously owned 
existing homes. 

Myth 5: Most home buyers now are spending much 
more on mortgage payments ttian the recommended one- 
quarter of total 'income. 

Fact: One , quarter of the current crop of first-time 
buyers hover around the classical rule of thumb that 
mortgage payments should be one quarter of total in¬ 
come. Another 53 per cent of the buyers are even more 
conservative, spending 20 per cent or less of their total 
income on shelter payments. 

Myth 6: Due to economic conditioais and lender re¬ 
quirements, down payment percentages have shot beyond 
the standard 20 per cent of purchase price. 

Fact: On the average, according to the Family Housing 
Bureau survey, the traditional 20 per cent down pay¬ 
ment still prevails as the norm, with over 30 per cent 
of the buyers putting exactly that amount down. And 
another one-third of the buyers are putting down ten per 
cent or less. 

Myth: Lower-middle income families might as well 
forget the idea of home ownership altogether. 

Fact: Almost four out of ten first-time home buyers 
have family incomes under $15,000. In fact, seven per 
cent of them have incomes under $10,000. And wihile the 
majority of buyers with incomes under $15,000 are buying 
homes costing less than $30,000, one-third of them are 
buying in the over $30,000 category. 

Myth 8: Because of high interest rates and exorbitant 
costs, monthly mortgage payments are staggering. 

Fact: Actually, for almost three-quarters of the first¬ 
time buyers, monthly mortgage payments amount to under 
$300, with, the average for all first-time buyers being just 
$278. And, it should be recalled, these reasonable pay¬ 
ments are for single family dwellings for 87 per cent of 
the buyers and that more than half of the payments are 
for homes costing over $30,000. 

Myth 9: To keep mortgage payments feasible, first¬ 
time home buyers must resort to very long-term mortgages. 

Fact: Surprisingly, it is the previous home owners 
who chalk up tlie bulk of longer-term mortgages: 63 per 
cent of them select 29 and 30 year mortgages, as com¬ 
pared to 37 per cent of first-time buyers. Forty-eight per 
cent of the first-timers opt more frequently for either 
a 20-year term or the standard 25-year mortgage term. 

Other assumptions about the market and the buyers 
were also overturned by the survey finiddngs. 

For example, in the current economy, one might be 
tempted to conclude that first-time buyers must get much 
of their cash dovm payments by borrowing from relatives 
or lending institutions. But in fact, 71 per gent are doing 
the entire down payment on their own saved monies and 
investments, with ,no assistance. As an overall average, 
down payments consist of 80 per cent saved funds, with 
only the remaining 20 per cent contributed by supple¬ 
mentary sources such as relatives and lending institutions. 

Another prevailing assumption is that it is almost 
impossible to save enough money for the down payment. 
In fact, it took most of the surveyed buyers ('58 per 
cent) only two years or less to save the down payment. 
The average period of time required for accumulating 
savings for the down payment was 2.4 years. For homes 
under $30,000, the down payment was saved by 46 per 
cent of the buyers in less than a year. 

The Family Housing Bureau is a public information 
service provided by Chicago Title Insurance Company in 
the interest of increasing public knowledge of home own¬ 
ership. 

Levy Limits To Control Taxes 

Wisconsin has joined California, Indiana, Iowa, Kan¬ 
sas, Minnesota and Washington as states which have at¬ 
tempted to control property taxes through levy limits. 

Although the California law applies only to cities, 
counties and special district (school districts operate under 
a revenue limit) the Advisory Commission on Intergovern¬ 
mental Relations reports the California approach is looked 
at more and more. 

ACIR reports Florida, Hawaii, Montana and Virginia 
h,ave established “full disclosure” or “truth In taxation” 
laws. This kind of law requires the assessor to indicate 
what tax rate, when applied to the new tax base, will 
produce the same revenue as came from property in the 
preceding year. 

New Jersey has a law which limits local government 
to a five per cent annual increase in appropriations. 

Sacramenta Case 

A law enacted by the legislature last year to require 
juveniles charged with major crimes be treated like adult 
violators in the courts has brought the latest charge 
against the state for failing to fund newly mandated 
state programs. 

The Sacramento County Board of Supervisors has 
charged AB 3121, Dixon will force costs of at least $94,000. 
The supervisors are attempting to get other counties to 
refuse to implement the new law until there is adequate 
state funding. 

The legislation contained a disclaimer, stating there 
wag no cliarge to the counties and therefore ,no funding 
was included.

when you really don^ know 
a thing about them?” 


If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 



if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses Can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life • 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).
